Practically 
a 11 children 


with a hearing disorder have 
some residual hearing. 
In 


order to develop this to the 
greatest extent, Dr. John H. 
Gaeth of Detroit uses a new 
concept 
of treatment. 
He 


found that audiovisual train- 
ing of partially deaf chil- 
dren, far from helping them, 
interferes with their ability 
to hear because, 
following 


the line of least resistance, 
the child will concentrate on 
the visual at the expense of 
the auditory. Teaching lip 
reading 
or sign 
language 


has the same disadvantage. 
Even fitting these children 
with hearing aids early did 
not result in as much im- 
provement as was expected. 


What Dr. Gaeth set out to 


do was to get these children 
of kindergarten age to use 
the hearing they had to the 
fullest extent so that it would 
not suffer an atrophy of dis- 
use. In his department at 
the Wayne State Rehabilita- 
tion Institute, the child is 
first taught visually without 
any use of spoken language, 
then he is taught auditorily. 
He compares this approach 
with that used by a mother 
with a normal child. The 
child playing with a cup 
forms a visual concept, then 
he hears his mother say, 
••Cup." 


At the 
Institute; they do 


not forcibly turn the child's 
head toward the teacher and 
mouth the word as is done in 
teaching lip reading nor do 
they finger-spell as is done 
in teaching sign language. 
The children who started out 
at the Institute and trans- 
ferred to a regular school 
did not do well. But those 
who transferred to a school 
for the deaf and were fitted 
with hearing aids after their 
preliminary training spoke 
more clearly and were bet- 
ter 
able 
to 
communicate 


with others than those who 
had not had ihe s p e c i a l 
training. 


tj — Our doctor says our

Local Cooperation 


T 


hanks to Louis Graves, edi* 
tor-owner of the Nashville 
News, we are able to present 


today simultaneously with his 
own newspaper his word-and*pic- 
ture report on the U.S. Corps of 
Engineers hearing at Murfrees- 
boro last Thursday, May 7. 


The hearing was on a petition 


by Murfreesboro, supported also 
by Nashville and Prescott, tore- 
vise operating procedure at the 
Narrows Dam (Lake Greeson) 
so that water for municipal pur- 
poses would be available either 
from the Little Missouri River 
downstream or from the reser- 
voir Itself. 


Establishing a municipal wa- 


ter reserve in the lake Itself 
wou'dn't affect the recreational 
value of the Narrows, indications 
being that the reserve would be 
taken out of the pool originally 
allocated for the generation of 
electric power. 


Editor Graves reports there 


was no opposition to the plea by 
the cities. 


Hope Star supported the three 


cities' position in an editorial 
published a month ago, a copy 
of which was forwarded to the 
Vicksburg office of the Corps 
of Engineers with the request 
that is be placed In the record 
at last Thursday's public hear- 
ing. 


The fact that Prescott has had 


a pipeline to the Little Missouri 
River for several years, that 
Nashville recently has also con- 
structed a line to the river, and 
that they are now joined with 
Murfreesboro In a plea for fed- 
eral consideration, reminds us 
that Hope is still dreaming about 
deep wells Instead of pushing 
for a pipeline to Millwood Re- 
servoir on Little River. 


All surveys of national re- 


sources agree that the greatest 
demand of the future upon muni- 
cipal and Industrial services will 
be the demand for water— the one 
thing that is in shortest supply. 


There is water, of course, but 


undelivered 
to the point 
of 


greatest use— urban areas. 


It was Nashville's emergency 


about 20 years ago, when it found 
congressional enactment prohi- 
bited It from drawing water from 
the Narrows, that caused this 
writer to make a trip to Wash- 
ington, D.C., and plead for the 
revision of Millwood Reservoir 
plans so the new dam in our 
own area might provide muni- 
cipal water through a pipeline 
to be built at a future date. 
The plea was successful, lead- 
ing to the organization of the 
Southwestern Water District. 


But still we have no pipeline 


— while other cities in our area 
have pipelines either already 
built or In the planning stage. 


The day is Just around the cor- 


1 her when every city not situated 
on a river must have a pipeline 
to take care of municipal, indus- 
trial, and agricultural needs. 
The cost is undebatable— for wa- 
ter, In any age of man's civili- 
zation, is beyond price. 


The table of underground wa- 


ter on which bored wells depend 
is at the present favorable. But 
it wasn't so 30 years ago, when 
farmers' wells failed all over 
our area. We were then In a dry 
cycle. Now wo're In a wet cycle 
-but it's scheduled to end in 
the 1970s.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Nixon summoned the na- 
tion's governors to the White 
House today to discuss campus 
unrest and Southeast Asia in the 
wake of student strikes, antiwar 
protess and sporadic, violence 
that climaxed 
In a massive 


weekend demonstration in the 
nation's capital. 


Nixon called the meeting last 


week after campus violence 
erupted following his decision to 
send American troops into Cam- 
bodia and the deaths of four 
Kent State University students. 


The state executives arrived 


as antiwar leaders called for the 
protest movement to continue 
its efforts against American In- 
volvement in Southeast Asia. 


David Delllnger, a defendant 


in the recent Chicago seven con- 
spiracy trial and longtime paci- 
fist leader, said Sunday "people 
are going back to their own 
communities with the theme 'No 
business as usual.' " 


He said the weekend demon- 


stration marked the beginning 
of 
a grass-roots movement 


swelling across the country. 


Antiwar spokesmen also said 


efforts would be stepped up to 
spread strikes to more cam- 
puses and Industry in an at- 
tempt to cripple the "war econ- 
omy." 


The apparently volatile cam- 


pus situation also prompted 
three major college officials to 
propose giving students time off 
next fall to participate In politi- 
cal campaigns.

troops were killed in the naval 
drive along the Mekong River. 


The arrival of the flotilla at 


Phnom Penh was announced by

The navy movement was ac- 


companied by gains of South 
Vietnamese fighting along the 
banks of the Mekong farther 
south.

Auto Workers, who go to the 
bargaining table in mid-July to 
hammer out new contracts with 
the automotive giants, have lost 
their leader of 24 years, Walter 
Reuther, 
killed with five oth- 


ers in a plane crash. 


Under Reuther, a giant in the 


American labor movement, the 
UAW had grown to 1.6 million 
members, the nation's pargest 
Industrial union. 


Reuther had been the UAW's 


president since 1946 and was a 
vice president of the AFL-CIO 
until he broke his union away 
two years ago in the climax to a 
feud with AFL-CIO President 
George Meany. 


He then formed the rival Alli- 


ance for Labor Action in an 
amalgamation with the Team- 
sters and International Chemi- 
cal Workers "to organize the 
unorganized and the poor and 
get the labor movement moving 
again."

Reuther were his wife, May, 59;
